Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest the catheter claimed by applicant. In particular, the 
prior art fails to teach a catheter with inwardly-facing ports in the absence of outwardly- 
facing ports in order to prevent clogging of the ports with tissue growth, along with the 
other steps and limitations of the claims. The prior art also fails to teach a set of 
catheters that are coupled together at a plurality of locations and with ports in 
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communication with the lumen of the primary catheter as claimed, along with the other 
steps and limitations of the claims.
